Tue Condué of this illuftrieus French Lord,, when 
he exchanged Charenton for Notre Dame; when he 
complied with the King’s Ediéts, and conformed to the 
Romith Worfhip, was quite contrary to the H — 5's, 
the. F — y's, the St. F———2, &c. He thewed 
himfelf to be truly wife and noble in his Behaviour to 
the Hugonots, as our Gentry thewed themfelves the very 
reverfe, when they left the Reformed Religion for 
High Church, and of Rewolutioners became Tories. 
Tho’ the French Duke turned Roman, he did not be- 
come an Enemy to the Proteftants ; he abhorred Per- 
fecution, and never upbraided them with Herefy ; he 
ftill loved them, employed them, and favoured them 
as much as he could: But our Converts to Toryi/m no 
fooner left Whiggi/m, than they tuned Jacobites; no 
fooner left the Conventicle than they were for pulling 
it down, and hated their forjfaken Brethren, purely 
for having forfaken them ; their Hatred, according to 
the Moralifts, being the more violent the more it was 
unjuft ; fure Tokens of narrow, bafe, and vicious 
Minds, which made it as monitrous to fee them in ex- 
alted Stations in the Time of their Triumph, as it was 
afterwards in their Difgrace, to find them thrufting 
themfelves among the Patriots, fetting up for Cham- 
pions of Liberty, and thro’ Impeachments and Attain- 
ders for betraying their Country, endeavouring to 
work their Way to Patriotifm and Popularity.

Our Craft/men are every 
Day writing us out of this excellent Character, and 
fhewing every Body who has a Sight of their Scriptions, 
that for Loofenefs, Falfhood, Malice, and Extrava- 
gance, there is notin the Univerfe fuch a contemptible, 
detettable Set of Thinkers, if that Appellation is not too 

good forthem. We are in danger of lofing, by their 
vile Performances, the Reputation which our good 
Thinking and Writing had acquir’d us among our 
Neighbours, tho’ Enemies, who before the laft Wars 
with them, affected to have as mean an Opinion of our 
Genius and Learning, as of our Language: But a 
little military Difcipline corre€ted their Vanity. Bayle 
ftiled the Engli/> that /earned Nation; and not only our 
Neawten and Locke are admired among them; Locke 
who was expelled Chrif-church, and his Works for- 
bidden to be read; but our Milton appears alfo in a 
French Drefs, tranflated by a Perfon who feems to un- 
derftand him better than our venerable Countryman 
Dr. B — y. Hard would be our Cafe, if now our 
Literary Fame is in fo fair a Way of {preading in all 
Quarters of the World, particularly in France, the 
neareft, it fhould meet with a fatal Reverfe, as it muft 
do, if the French, or any other Nation, light on the.
